
300 protest over plan 
to close Lyme library

LYME Regis residents turned out in force on Saturday 
morning to protest over the possible closure of the town 
library by Dorset County Council. 

Following a public meeting when residents were urged 
to support the national “Save Our Libraries Day”, around 
300 protesters gathered outside the library in Silver Street 
with banners urging the county council not to “make this 
the final chapter” for Lyme library.

THEATRE lover Jodie Glover, 17, will this week be 
setting off to London to chase her West End 
dreams. 

Having begun performing in Bridport at the 
age of 10, Jodie has had principal roles with 
Bridport Musical Theatre Company (BMTC), Mar¬ 
vellous Amateur Dramatics (MAD) and Encore 
Theatre Club as well as many others. 

Most recently she played the lead role of Peggy 
Sawyer in BMTCs production of 42nd Street at 
the Bridport Arts Centre. 

This year she will be auditioning for stage 
schools in London, with her first appointment 
this week at the famous Italia Conti Academy. 

Back home in Bridport Jodie is lead choreogra¬ 
pher in her school's entry for Rock Challenge, an 
international dance competition promoting 
moral lifestyles for teenagers. 

Jodie's next theatre role in Bridport will be as 
Angie in the Madness musical "Our House". The 
show is the latest production from MAD who will 
be performing in Bridport for the first time. The 
show will run from March 31 st to April 2nd at the 
Electric Palace. 


■ HOW did you first become involved with theatre? 

When I was about 10 I joined a theatre school and went 
every Saturday. I loved it, but it cost a lot so I had to be 
pulled out. So I joined Bridport Operatic Workshop and 
have been performing in community shows since. 

■ WHAT has been your favourite role? 

It’s a tie between Scaramouche in We Will Rock You, He¬ 
lena in A Midsummer Night’s Dream and Peggy Sawyer 
in 42nd as they’re all so different. 

■ DO you have any memories of embarrassing mo¬ 
ments on stage? 

I remember in a primary school play I was the Rooster in 
Rooster Rag, I had to mn across the stage at one point and 
the stage pallets separated. As I fell through the gap the 
set fell down on top of me. I just pulled myself up and 
carried on running. 

■ ARE you like your character in Our House? 

I would say she’s a louder version of me. I think we have 
the same sense of humour but I wouldn’t have the guts to 
say the stuff she says out loud. 

■ WHAT are your favourite songs in the show? 

I really like the full cast numbers such as Baggy trousers, 



Our house and Tomorrow’s just another day. My two 
favourites however are; Wings of a Dove as I love the 
Caribbean theme and the fact it’s set in Las Vegas and 
Driving in my car as it is a really comical number. 


■ IF your not a fan of Madness would you still enjoy 
the show? 

I definitely think so. The storyline is different to every 
other type of musical and the lead character has such a 
technically hard part to play, including 27 costume 
changes, it’s definitely worth watching.

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'Outrage' over 
library closures

Other authors present included Rikey Austin, of Alice’s 
Bear Shop fame, and Gillian Cross, author of the award 
winning “Demon Headmaster” series of Childrens’ 
books, travelled to Lyme Regis from her home in Shafts- 
bury to show her concern against the closure of libraries. 

Protestors included children, the elderly and the dis¬ 
abled demonstrated their support by withdrawing as many 
books as they could. Nearly 200 signatures were col¬ 
lected on petitions to add to the 550 collected previously 
in the town. 

One elderly resident who joined the protest said that if 
the Lyme library was closed she would be unable to get 
to Bridport as she would have to use two buses, explain¬ 
ing that the Town Bus service did not meet the number 
31 bus so it would take many hours to travel to and from 
Bridport. 

At least two users asked how they could in future get 
the large print or audio books, needed as they could not 
read normal print books. 

Speaking for the campaigners, Anita Williams said they 
were “extremely pleased” with the turn out at the protest, 
especially given the poor weather. There was a range of 
age groups showing that the library is important to the 
young and the not so young. The consensus of opinion 
was that it was just not feasible for many to travel to and 
from Bridport to access library services. 

Said Ms Williams: “People really are outraged at the 
idea of our Library being closed whilst those in other 
areas will remain; the message from Lyme and the other 
19 libraries under threat is that we want to be here for the 
future: the currents savings should be achieved by cuts 
across ALL 34 libraries, leaving time for each of those 
34 to discuss in depth with the library service and with 
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their communities how to shape their service in the fu¬ 
ture.”. 

Campaigners await an update on the discussions of the 
county council Policy Development Panel who are con¬ 
sidering the matter further.

LYME MEDICAL CENTRE: 
Doctor issues statement 


AMID concerns being expressed about the future of 
the Lyme Regis Medical Centre following a recent 
High Court ruling over the ownership of the build¬ 
ing, a statement has been issued by Dr Andrew Ll- 
welyn through London solicitors McClure Naismith. 

The statement reads: "It has become apparent to 
me that there are a number of misunderstandings 
circulating with regard to the recent court proceed¬ 
ings involving Lyme Regis Medical Centre. 

"The proceedings were begun by Dr Conway and 
Mrs Robinson as Executor of the estate of her late 
husband, Dr Barry Robinson. 

"Prior to his death Dr Robinson, Dr Slater and I held 
the Medical Centre on trust for beneficiaries includ¬ 
ing the League of Friends of Lyme Regis and District 
Health Care Services and ourselves. 

"Following Dr Robinson's death the position re¬ 
mained exactly the same save that Dr Slater and I 
were the remaining trustees and Dr Robinson's Es¬ 
tate became a beneficiary in his place. 

"In the proceedings Dr Conway and Mrs Robinson 
asserted in simple terms that we had given up all 
our rights in the Medical Centre following the disso¬ 
lution in 1999 of the original Lyme Practice partner¬ 
ship with Dr Robinson. 

"As a result they claimed that Dr Slater and I were 
obliged to make a gratuitous transfer of the Medical 
Centre to them. We denied this. 

"However, as we wished if at all possible to avoid 
court proceedings, we made an offer which the trial 


Judge regarded as a solid basis for negotiation 
which, had it not been rejected by Dr Conway and 
Mrs Robinson, should have led to a settlement. 

"At the end of the trial the Judge rejected all of Dr 
Conway and Mrs Robinson's claims. 

"In consequence Dr Slater and I continue to hold 
the Medical Centre in trust for the beneficiaries in¬ 
cluding Dr Robinson's Estate. 

"The judgment provides that as beneficiaries we 
are entitled amongst other things to our share of 
rent received from and compensation for the use 
and occupation of the Medical Centre since the dis¬ 
solution of the original partnership in 1999. 

"In addition, we are entitled to our legal costs of 
the proceedings. 

"As trustees we have obligations in relation to the 
future of the Medical Centre and it is for that reason 
that we are currently in discussions with the Dorset 
PCT and Dr Conway. 

"For the avoidance of any doubt, it is our desire 
that whatever medical services the Dorset PCT (or 
whoever inherits its functions under the forthcom¬ 
ing NHS reorganisation) considers appropriate 
should continue to be provided from the Medical 
Centre for the benefit of the local community.

A NEW drive to improve open¬ 
ness and transparency across the 
public sector means Dorset 
County Council will now be pub¬ 
lishing details of all spending 
above £500. 

The details will now be available 
for anyone to see, being pub¬ 
lished on the council's website. 

The council has put spending 
above £500 for December 2010 
online, and will continue to up¬ 
date its website every month. The 
list includes items like transport, 
IT, building and construction 
costs. 

The aim is to encourage more 
public scrutiny of council spend¬ 
ing. 


Dorset County Council's cabinet 
member for Corporate Resources, 
Spencer Flower said: "Dorset has 
a strong track record of good fi¬ 
nancial management and deliver¬ 
ing efficient, value for money 
services. 

"We are committed to being as 
open and transparent as possible 
on how we are spending taxpay¬ 
ers'money. We are always looking 
at ways to do things smarter and 
better to provide value for money 
for our residents and shining a 
spotlight on our spending is part 
of doing just that. 

"Anyone who is spending the 
public's money should be able to

Philippa's funeral 


MORE than 500 people attended the funeral and cel¬ 
ebration of life for 27-year-old Philippa Corbin, the 
River Cottage chef who died in tragic circumstances 
at her parents’ home at Rocombe, near Uplyme. 

The service was held at the Church of St Peter and 
St Paul in Uplyme and two marquees had to be erected 
in the grounds of the nearby primary school to accom¬ 
modate the overflow of mourners. 

Among the mourners were Philippa’s boss, celebrity 
chef Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall, and many of her 
work colleagues from River Cottage and Woodroffe 
School friends. 

The service was conducted by the Reverend Gavin 
Tyte with prayers by the former Rector, the Reverend 
Jeremy White. 

The service featured two hymns - “Dear Lord and 
Father of mankind” and “Morning has broken” and 
the song, “We are sailing”. 

Family reading 

A reading was given by Richard Spurgeon, 
Philippa’s godfather and cousin, and a tribute paid by 
family friend Adrian Pearson. A solo, “You can close 
your eyes” by James Taylor, was sung by Jessamy 
Upton, accompanied by Steve Wilson. 

Friends Louisa Pearson and Ian Purchase also con¬ 
tributed to the tributes and her parents, Pam and Hugh 
Corbin, and sister Maddy gave a family reading. 

After the service the mourners were asked to take re¬ 
freshments at the Uplyme Village Hall. 

Philippa, also known as “Philly” and “Pip” was a 
hugely popular young women in the Axminster and 
Lyme Regis area and was considered to be a vital part 
of Hugh Fernley-Whittinstall’s River Cottage team. 

Mr Fearnley-Whittingstall paid the following tribute 
to Philippa: “Everybody at River Cottage loved work¬ 
ing with Pip - she was a very bright spark with a real

passion for locally produced, ethical, artisan food. 

“Her knowledge and talent were respected not only 
by her colleagues here, but, through her work at our 
festivals and with the Slow Food movement, by the 
whole West Country food community. 

“She will be greatly missed by us all. Our special 
thoughts and prayers are with her parents, Hugh and 
Pam, her sister Maddy and her partner Owen.” 

A colleague at River Cottage, where she had been 
the deputy manager of the canteen, said: “Pip was a 
longstanding and much cherished employee and col¬ 
league.”

Support for museum plans 


■ IN the View From Lyme 
Regis of January 19, in a 
report on the Town Coun¬ 
cil’s debate on the pro¬ 
posed extension for the 
Museum, I was quoted as 
saying the possibility of 
extending the council of¬ 
fices was just “castles in 
the air. It’s never going to 
happen”. 

I now discover that Mu¬ 
seum Trustees and sup¬ 
porters were disappointed 
with my statement, think¬ 
ing I was violently op¬ 
posed to their own 
extension plans. 

On the contrary, I was re¬ 
ferring to the old and, to 
my mind, rather grandiose 


Town Council plans dated 
2000 (which incidentally I 
do not recall as having 
come to councillors for de¬ 
bate at any time since I 
was elected to Council in 
1999). 

Ratepayers may like to 
see these plans which can 
be seen in the Council Of¬ 
fices. They show a large 
two—storey extension link¬ 
ing the rear of Guildhall 
Cottage to the Guildhall, to 
provide a new Mayor’s 
Chamber with panoramic 
views over the bay, a bar 
area and kitchen, with spa¬ 
cious conveniences and 
lobby on the ground floor, 
devised at a time when the 


council was run from a 
cramped office space 
under the Guildhall, now 
the Theatre Office. 

It was these plans which 
one senior councillor 
wished colleagues to re¬ 
visit during the debate be¬ 
fore the raised area at the 
rear of the Guildhall Cot¬ 
tage was committed to be¬ 
come the councillors’ new 
car park after construction 
of the Museum extension. 
My view, spoken at the 
Strategy meeting of Janu¬ 
ary 12th, was that it was 
this inappropriate scheme 
that was “a red herring” 
and “castles in the air” and 
not the current Museum 
extension plan. 

Most of the general pub¬ 
lic would, quite under¬ 
standably, not have known 
of the 2000 plans and I can 
quite see how the misun¬ 
derstanding occurred. 

I totally support now, as 
I did at the first presenta¬ 
tion a few years’ ago, the 
museum’s innovative ex¬ 
tension plan which I con¬ 
sider to be more worthy 
than the provision of extra 
council parking places or 
more reception rooms for 
the Town Council.

SOCIAL activist and popular enetertainer 
Billy Bragg joined protesters in Char- 
mouth on Saturday in another demonstra¬ 
tion against the possible closure of the 
village library. 

Charmouth library is one of 20 out of a 
total of 34 libraries in the county ear¬ 
marked for closure and it being one of the 
smallest in the county villagers have a real 
fight on their hands. 

The Friends of Charmouth Library or¬ 
ganised Saturday’s protest, the third to be 
held, to coincide with the nartional “Save 
Our Libraries Day”. 

They encouraged as many villager as 
possible to turn up at the library in The 
Street to take out as many books as they 
could. Dozens crowded into the little 
building, leaving the shelves looking very 
bare by te end of the morning. 

Billy Bragg lives just doewn at the coast 
at Burton Bradstock where a long running 
battle has been going on to save the vil¬ 
lage library. 


He willinglly signed autographs for 
local children, addressed the gathering 
about the importance of getting behind 
the campaign and sang a few protest 
songs, including the “Battle for Barkimg” 
which he penned during last year’s gen¬ 
eral election for the fight to prevemt the 
British National Party taking over Bark¬ 
ing Town Hall in Essex. 

In a rousing speech, Bragg linked the li¬ 
brary protest with the American civil 
rights movement of the 1950s and with 
the current student protests over tuition 
fees. 

Hazel Robinson, chirman of the Friends 
of Charmouth Library, said they were 
“very plesased” with the number of peo¬ 
ple who supported the protest and partic¬ 
ularly the new members who signed up to 
the library. 

Mrs Robinson added: “We were de¬ 
lighted that Billy Bragg came along and 
talked so passionately about the cuts.”

Lyme Matters

O N last week’s 
front page I put 
up the follow¬ 
ing headline: “Is Lyme 
up for saving the li¬ 
brary? It wasn’t popu¬ 
lar. 

I took a real kicking 
from one or two read¬ 
ers who condemned the 
negativity of my cover¬ 
age of the public meet¬ 
ing held to co-ordinate 
opposition to the possi¬ 
ble closure of the Lyme 
library as part of 
Dorset County Council 
cuts. 

I had intended to 
write the following 
headline “Apathy over 
fight to save library” 
but I thought that was a 
step too far and unfair 
to those, like Wendy 
Davies, who had 
worked so hard to pub¬ 
licise the meeting. 

I also wrote in this 
column last week that I 
left the meeting with 
the hump because I 
could not hear most of 
the dialogue due to the 
the lay-out of the seat¬ 
ing. 


I can’t blame Wendy 
for that as she did not 
expect such a good 
turn-out - over 100 res¬ 
idents attended. 

Not her fault either 
than I have suffered 
from tinnitus for over 
20 years and now have 
only 20 per cent hear¬ 
ing in one ear. That’s 
why I like to sit in front 
of an audience when 
covering events so peo¬ 
ple are talking at me 
rather than away from 
me. 

This was picked up by 
one of my email critics 
who succinctly sug¬ 
gested that if I can no 
longer hear the discus¬ 
sions at public meet¬ 
ings, was it not time I 
considered retiring? 

I posed the question 
of whether Lyme was 
up for saving its li¬ 
brary because after a 
lively debate to which 
many contributed only 
two people put their 
names forward to serve 
on an action group - 
Rikey Austin and Lucy 
Campbell, both of 


whom might well think 
they are busy enough on 
other community initia¬ 
tives. 

I also noted that there 
seemed to be no real en¬ 
thusiasm by those pres¬ 
ent to turn up at the 
library on Saturday 
morning which had 
been dedicated as a 
quasi-national “Save 
Our Libraries” day. 

But I wasn’t the only 
person who was less 
than impressed with the 
enthusiasm of the pro¬ 
testers at the public 
meeting. Those who or¬ 
ganised the gathering 
were also bit non¬ 
plussed by the reaction. 

However, I am pleased 
to report that others did 
come forward during 
the week to sit on an ac¬ 


tion group and there was 
a wonderful turn-out at 
the library on Saturday 
morning, somewhere 
near 300 people, making 
it one of the biggest 
protest gatherings in re¬ 
cent times, certainly 
more than the Three 
Cups marches. 

o perhaps the “Is 
Lyme up for saving 
the library?” headline 
might have done some 
good after all... 

Jackie covered the 
Lyme protest as I popped 
over to Charmouth 
where the villagers 
turned out in force to 
demonstrate their sup¬ 
port for one of the small¬ 
est libraries in Dorset by 
taking out dozens of 
books. 

Even social activist 


and entertainer Billy 
Bragg, who lives at Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock, turned 
up with his guitar to 
give his support to the 
protesting villagers. 

“The things I do for in¬ 
ternational socialism,” 
he quipped as he signed 
autographs for the kids. 

We are told that there 
is a good chance that the 
Lyme library will be 
saved (although not con¬ 
firmed) and if that 
proves to be the case 
Charmouth may well 
face a bigger battle be¬ 
cause they will still have 
a library outlet within 
three miles. 

Parishioners in Char¬ 
mouth already con¬ 
tribute - through the 
parish council supple¬ 
menting staff costs at 


their library to the tune 
of £4,200 a year - so even 
more voluntary effort 
may be necessary to 
stave off total closure. 

As for Lyme, it seems 
to me that the county has 
to give more serious con¬ 
sideration to the plan 
put forward by Lyme 
Regis Development 
Trust to re-house the li¬ 
brary at St Michael’s 
Business Centre and put 
the Silver Street site to 
better use. 

This could result in an 
improved service, with 
longer opening hours, 
rather than a lesser one 

I think there is much 
credence also in the arg- 
fument put forward by 
Wendy Davies and oth¬ 
ers that the pain should 
be spread across all 34 li¬ 
braries in Dorset and not 
just the 20 earmarked for 
closure. 

Oh and by the way, 
sorry to disappoint, but I 
have no plans to retire 
quite yet - at least not 
until I go totally mutt 
and jeff! 


Loss of jazz festival a 
real blow to the town 

REAL disappointment in Lyme over the news that 
there will be no jazz festival in the resort this year. 

The festival has become one of Lyme's most 
popular attractions over the last 20 years, pro¬ 
viding a welcome trading boost in the early sum¬ 
mer. 

The Lyme festival had also become a firm 
favourite with jazz aficionados, many of whom 
returned to the town year after year to savour the 
special intimate atmosphere created by the vis¬ 
iting musicians. 

Highlight of the festival has always been the 
Saturday morning umbrella parade, bringing a 
little bit of New Orleans to the Pearl of Dorset. 
Indeed, the staging of the parade with town crier 
Phil Street striding out in front to the strains of 
Gerry Brown's Mission Hall Jazz Band has become 
one of the iconic summer sights of Lyme. 

There is a real fear among jazz lovers in the 
town that missing one festival could mean the 
event will never return as it will lose its place in 
the jazz calendar. 

If that is the case, it will be a real blow to the 
town. 

■ ANOTHER famous face has extolled the virtues 
of Lyme Regis as a visitor destination in a na¬ 
tional newspaper. 

Saturday's Daily Mail asked best selling author 
Colin Dexter, who wrote the Inspector Morse 
books, to name his favourite destination. 

Dexter replied: "It's always been Lyme Regis -1 
love the sight of the sea. The thought of sitting 
by the seaside on a sunny day with a pint of beer 
always gives me a lift. 

"It's the one place in the world I never tire of vis¬ 
iting. Lyme Regis is a charming little seaside town 
on the Dorset coast -'Hardy Country'- where all 
sorts of dinosaur remains have been found. Not 
that I've ever seen any."

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The story of St. Valentine 


In 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the em¬ 
peror of Rome, Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree 
because he thought that married men made bad sol¬ 
diers since they were reluctant to be torn away from 
their families in the case of war. Claudius had also out¬ 
lawed Christianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme god, the Em¬ 
peror of Rome. Valentine was the bishop of Interamna 
during this period of oppression. Valentine thought that 
the decrees of Rome were wrong. He believed that peo¬ 
ple should be free to love God and to marry. Valentine 
invited the young couples of the area to come to him. 
When they came, Valentine secretly performed services 
of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought be¬ 
fore the emperor. The emperor saw that Valentine had 
conviction and drive that was unsurpassed among his 
men. Claudius tried and tried to persuade Valentine to 
leave Christianity, serve the Roman empire and the 
Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him 
and make him one of his allies. St. Valentine held to his 
faith and did not renounce Christ. Because of this, the 
emperor sentenced him to a three-part execution. First, 
Valentine would be beaten, then stoned, and then fi¬ 
nally, decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 270 
A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be carried 
out, Valentine fell in love with the jailer's daughter, the 
blind Asterius. During the course of Valentine's prison 
stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius regained her sight. 
Valentine sent her a final farewell note. He signed his 


last note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, this mes¬ 
sage remains as the motto for our Valentine's Day cele¬ 
brations.

Get ready to blow away 
those winter blues 


BRIDPORT'S very own Stompin' Dave brings a night of the highest quality 
blues to the Electric Palace on Thursday, February 17th. In these times of 
recession the blues of Michael Roach has never been more relevant. Play¬ 
ing songs born in the great depression of the 1930s they tell stories of 
hope in times of trouble. 

Michael is originally from Washington DC, and founder of the European 
Blues Association. He is regarded as one of todays finest exponents of East 
Coast blues, a form of music made famous by Blind Willie McTell, Blind Boy 
Fuller, Reverend Gary Davis, Sonny Terry and Brownie McGhee. 

As well as being an amazing singer and guitarist, with a passion for play¬ 
ing live, he is a respected historian. Michael has lectured for the Smithson¬ 
ian Institute in the USA and Oxford University, he has also presented 'Deep 
Blue', a Radio 4 series on blues music, which all go towards his aim of bring¬ 
ing about a greater understanding of blues music and the Black experi¬ 
ence.

Tyres can suffer a 'hole'lot of damage following cold snap 


DRIVERS are being advised byTyreSafe, the UK's leading tyre safety 
organisation, that they can minimise the damaging effects of driv¬ 
ing over potholes by making sure their tyres are correctly inflated. 

Hitting a pothole can cause serious internal tyre damage, which 
may result in dangerous sidewall bulges, or result in cuts to the tyre 
which may expose cords, rendering it both dangerous and illegal. 

It has been estimated that in 2010 there were 8,000 pot hole re¬ 
lated claims to insurers and the early signs are that 2011 will exceed 
this due to the damage caused to roads during the freezing 
weather. 

Local authorities are also facing pressure as to which roads they 
prioritise for repair due to cuts of up to 20 per cent in road mainte¬ 
nance budgets. According to the Local Government Association, 
Councils in England and Wales face a £165m funding gap to repair 
roads damaged by the winter weather.

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cause significant damage to wheels and tyres. It's therefore impor¬ 
tant for drivers to ensure their tyres are properly inflated to reduce 
any potential damage. If they do suffer the misfortune of hitting a 
pothole, drivers should make sure both their wheels and tyres are 
thoroughly inspected by a professional for signs of damage. This 
may occur in the form of cuts or bulges in the tyre or, as we have 
seen increasing cases of, hairline fractures appearing in alloy 
wheels. 

"In fact, whatever time of year it is motorists should always check 
their tyre pressure at least once a month and especially if they are 
planning any long journeys." 

Other effects of hitting a pothole include wheel misalignment. If 
there is significant misalignment the car may pull to one side or 
cause vibrations in the steering wheel which can be distracting and 
make the vehicle difficult to control. In less severe cases this can go 
unnoticed by the driver yet still result in increased or irregular tyre 
wear and higher fuel costs. 

"Many garages and tyre dealers offer free tyre safety inspections 
for drivers. Properly equipped workshops can also perform some 
quick and simple checks to make sure the wheels are properly 
aligned," adds Stuart Jackson. 

If motorists are unsure of the correct tyre pressure for their car, 
they can visit the TyreSafe website at www.tyresafe.organd enter 
their vehicle's registration details or by downloading the TyreSafe 
iPhone App. Alternatively, details can be found in the vehicle man¬ 
ufacturer's handbook, inside the fuel filler cap or on a sticker inside 
the driver's door sill.

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Buckler suffers 
second fatality 

BOB Buckler's horse racing yard suffered the 
heartache of a second fatality in a month when 
Wild Tango collapsed and died at Chepstow on 
Friday. 

The five-year-old was making his debut in the 
last race of the meeting, the digibet.com Stan¬ 
dard Open NH Flat Race, when he lost touch and 
was pulled up by Andrew Glassonbury after 1 14 
miles. 

They started to canter back when he collapsed 
around two furlongs from the finish. It is be¬ 
lieved that he burst an artery. 

The tragedy follows the death of Ellie Wiggins 
atTowcester last month. 

Buckler said:"We are obviously shocked by his 
death, and are still recovering from the loss of 
Ellie Wiggins. Whilst we are not sure of the exact 
reason, we believe it was a burst artery; there 
was no pulse after he collapsed." 

The loss of a horse is one of the hazards and 
unpleasant sides of racing, but is normally a re¬ 
sult of a fall; the yard's last fatality was Warlord 
who was brought down at Wincanton in March 
2007. 

There was more disappointment when his sec¬ 
ond horse at the same meeting, Power Lord, 
was pulled-up by Will Kennedy in the three mile 
Lindley Catering Novices' Hurdle, a decision that 
upset the Henley trainer. 

The promising six-year-old was having his third 
run and had already finished third in testing con¬ 
ditions over the same distance at Towcester 
three weeks earlier, and Buckler is puzzled as to 
why the experienced Kennedy pulled him up, 
particularly as they then cantered home and 
only finished 50-yards behind the last horse. 

"He was having his third run, which then qual¬ 
ifies him for a handicap, and he had shown from 
Towcester that he was capable of handling the 
ground so I saw no reason why Will pulled him 
up especially as he hacked home just behind the 
last horse. It's annoying as we have all the cost 
of running him again to get his handicap includ¬ 
ing the jockey's fee!" 

There was disappointment too in the bumper 
at Wincanton on Thursday when both Qi/ixand 
Champagne Rosie finished at the rear. 

Buckler had no explanation for Quix, who after 
a promising third at Lingfield on his debut dug 
his heels in at the end of the straight first time 
and was soon tailed off. 

"He just put the brakes on as he passed the sta¬ 
bles for no apparent reason, so we will have to 
check out why,"said a bemused Buckler. 

Champagne Rosie had an encouraging debut 
at Exeter, but hung badly and was seriously 
hampered by a horse that fell and brought an¬ 
other down. 

Buckler's only other runner Balyeagan was ex¬ 
pected to go close atTowcester in the Bet In Play 
At Ladbrokes Handicap Chase after finishing sec¬ 
ond over the same course and distance three 
weeks earlier. 

However he made an uncharacteristic jumping 
mistake at the tenth fence and pecked on land¬ 
ing and deposition his jockey Jack Sherwood on 
the ground from which he suffered a broken col¬ 
larbone. 

Stable jockey Nathan Sweeney resumes riding 
on Thursday following a 12-day ban for taking 
the wrong course at Huntingdon together with 
several other jockeys, when he rides Tiger 
Breeze at Taunton.

Life after the racecourse 


NOT every horse bred for racing 
achieves their goal, and many are re¬ 
tired by their trainer or owner due to 
a host of reasons. 

Many receive injuries that force 
them to retire, whilst some just don't 
take to racing and are therefore not 
successful. 

The result is that the horses are 
often adapted to go hunting, or sold 
on to the public for recreational rid¬ 
ing, or in some cases are retrained for 
eventing or showing. 

Two of Bob Buckler's horses found 
themselves in this position, and 
through the patience and hard work 
of two of his staff, they have started 
to make a name for themselves in al¬ 
ternative fields. 

The popularity of retired race¬ 
horses has increased immensely in 
the last few years as they have be¬ 
come more widely recognised as in¬ 
credibly versatile, well mannered and 
well bred horses that can excel in the 
show ring. 

After a not too distinguished racing 
career, six-year-old Freedom Frix sus¬ 
tained a serious tendon injury in the 
eleventh race of his career at Newton 
Abbot in the summer of 2008. 

It was doubtful if the horse would 
ever be able to be ridden again such 
was the severity of the injury, and so 
stable girl Adele Follett took him 
under her wing to nurse him back to 
health. 

He spent the first year on box rest, 
initially only being led out for ten 
minutes a day. 

A scan showed that the rest had re¬ 
paired the injury enough to start 
more strenuous work and Adele 
began schooling him, then riding 
him on the flat and eventually over 
small jumps. 

She started last year showing him 


at local shows in the Working Thor¬ 
oughbred class which consists of 
jumping some rustic fences before 
completing a set of individual set dis¬ 
plays in walking, trotting and canter. 

This culminated in competing in 
the Dorset County Show at Dorch¬ 
ester in September where he won 
the class and has now qualified for 
the final at the Royal Windsor Show 
in May. 

Adele said: "The success is not only 
down to me. I have had a lot of help 
from local specialists in certain as¬ 
pects of the training who have 
helped both the horse and me, for 
which I am very grateful. 

It is not only about the physical 
training of the horse, but you also 
need to prepare them psychologi¬ 
cally. 

"Not only has he been doing work¬ 
ing thoroughbred classes at local 
shows, he has been showjumping 
and taking part in dressage compe¬ 
titions so therefore is becoming a 
versatile horse in different spheres. 

"I would like to thank Bob for allow¬ 
ing me to have Freedom Frix, and for 
talking to all the syndicate members 
to allow this to happen. 

So Wise So Young suffered from re¬ 
curring niggling injuries and just like 
humans, horses also know when 
they have had enough, and he was 
retired in the summer of 2008 having 
been placed three times in seven¬ 
teen starts. 

"It was difficult as he couldn't stay 
sound, and eventually developed a 
back injury which put him off racing," 
said Alison Conroy who used to look 
after him in the yard and is now re¬ 
training him. 

Much the same as Freedom Frix, he 
has had to adapt to a new life and 
now competes in the In Hand Class. 


This is different from Working Thor¬ 
oughbred as it involves all types of 
horses, not just ex-racehorses, but 
thoroughbred and show horses, and 
whilst requiring you to follow a simi¬ 
lar set of disciplines, it does not in¬ 
clude the jumping aspect. 

Like Adele, they have been show¬ 
ing at local shows where the combi¬ 
nation won the Chard Show, and 
they came fourth in their class at the 
Dorset County Show. 

Alison said: "I think ex-racehorses 
generally have a better tempera¬ 
ment and are more laid back than 
those that have been showjumping." 

Both are members of the RoR (Re¬ 
training of Racehorses) which is 
British horseracing's official charity 
for the welfare of horses who have 
retired from racing.

In the first-half Beaminster, despite the pressure, broke 
on three occasions but the attention of the fast recovering 
Poole sweeper meant Becky Early and Freyia Crawford were 
unable to get their shots away. 

Becky Craddock worked tirelessly in defence whilst Har¬ 
riet Hughes produced a superb performance in man-mark¬ 
ing a much more experienced and larger player than her. 

The result means both Bournemouth 4ths and Poole 
move level on eight points with Beaminster, although the 
West Dorset side's goal difference is far superior.

WORLD champion Paul Blake admits he still can’t believe 
what he has achieved in winning a gold and two silver medals 
at the 2011 IPC Athletics World Championships in 
Christchurch recently. 

Talking exclusively to View From Dorchester’s Stuart 
Broom, he said: “I have to keep pinching myself that I am 
world champion, it’s unbelievable!” 

Blake, who turned 21 whilst in camp training in Auckland, 
took the gold in the T36 400m event and silver in both the 
1500m and 800m, beaten each time by the world champion 
Russian Artem Arefyef. 

The remarkable thing is that the Charlton Down athlete 
only realised his running potential 18 months ago, since when 
under the guidance of UK Athletics at Bath University he has 
developed into a potential triple gold medallist at next year’s 
Olympic Games to be held in the UK. 

This was Blake’s international debut for GB and by far the 
biggest event he had competed in, and he spoke of his 
thoughts about the championships after returning home last 
week. 

What were your thoughts going to the championships? 

Funnily enough pre-boarding at Heathrow I was thinking 
what my mental preparations should be before the races. How 
I should run my races.” 

What was your assessment of your tactics and how the 
three races developed? 

Although silver is really good I didn’t lose the other races 
because of my fitness but because of my experience, and if 
the 400m had been my first race then I might have maybe got 
gold in the other two. 

In the 400m, my last event, there were heats and I could as¬ 
sess my strategy with my coach on how I ran the first 200m 
and then the final 200 and what I had done wrong and right 
in the race. 

“I kicked for home far too soon in the 1500m, which was 
just silly! I should have gone at 120m, but going so soon 
pretty well lost me the race. In the 800m I did the same, going 
with 200m to go instead of 120m, and again the Russian 
pulled away. 

“In the 400m final I got it tactically perfect because it was 
windy going into the back straight and so I paced the race 
from the gun. My coach told me to go through 200 in around 
27secs and I went through in something like 27.4 so I was 
pretty near perfect, and so I just gradually built it up from 
there.” 


Blake increased his lead in the home straight to win in a 
personal best of 56.93 secs, winning by over a second and 
leaving the Ukrainian world record holder Roman Pavlyk 
trailing in third. “I put on the after burners!” he quipped. 

Blake had recorded the fastest time in the world this year 
for both the 1500m and 800m, although no one knew how 
well Arefyet had done as he had not posted any times. 

With the fastest recorded times this year in the two longer 
distances you must have thought you had a chance of gold 
in those two? 

No, to me it’s not about rankings or about fastest times this 
year at all, it’s about the race on the day, and he ran a better 
race on the day. 

“I was hoping to have won gold of course, and with hind¬ 
sight if I had known I had better leg speed than Arefyet I 
would have run my races differently. I wasn’t aware of his 
speed before the 1500m and 800m races. After of course I 
knew, and so I thought yes, he hasn’t got very good speed 
and I used that to my advantage in the 400m. 

If the races had been run the other way around I would have 
left my challenge until much later and could have possibly 
won gold.” 

You went into the 400m as the fourth fastest so to win it 
was a bonus? 

“I just went into the race with an open mind. I wasn’t really 
expecting to get a medal so was really relaxed. I did well in 
the heats setting a championship record and winning by six 
seconds so I was feeling really good. 

None of you ran to your best times in the three races. I 
guess this was down to the occasion and the adrenelin? 

I think it was the conditions as well with the headwinds and 
the change in weather every couple of hours. One minute it 
would be blue skies, and the next raining and really windy. 

When did you realise you had won gold and how did you 
feel as you crossed the line? 

With 120m to go I was neck and neck with the Russian 
(Andrey Zhirnov who was second), but as we got into the 
straight with around 80m left I knew I had him beaten and it 
was a case of just concentrating. 

It was great as I crossed the line, I felt relaxed. All the hard 
work had been done and it had paid off. 

Did you get on well with the other competitors? 

Oh yes, none of them spoke English but they were all really 
nice. We all chatted as best we could in the final call, and at 
the end they were all really delighted for me, as I was them.” 

Where do you go from here particularly with the London 
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Great support for

AN UNPRECEDENTED turnout of almost two hundred

"We are drawing a blank at the moment, 
if this year doesn't happen, hopefully next year. Or if in 
the meantime the Council can be good to us or a 
friendly farmer comes along and says we've got a field 
then hopefully we can all get together and put in our 
own track which would belong to us, and not to Mr Cur¬ 
tis." 

The local businessman went on to say: "It was a won¬ 
derful turnout; We had people from Poole, Southamp¬ 
ton, Bournemouth, Christchurch. We've had messages 
of support from all over the UK as well as Europe, Aus¬ 
tralia and even the States." 

The long time supporter and sponsor of the Wildcats 
passed a petition for supporters present to sign, getting 
the ball rolling. He continued: "The consortium that I'm 
in are all prepared to put money in and don't want to 
make any money out of speedway. 

"So with nobody looking to make a profit we are 
doing it purely for the love of speedway and the people 
of Weymouth. We don't know where we stand at the 
moment, all we need is a yes or, a no but they won't 
communicate! 

"On 5th June 1950 the land was granted as a sports 
stadium and the structure of it has never been altered. 
We've offered to pay rent up front this year. We know 
he (Mr Curtis) has had his fingers burnt by other pro¬ 
moters not paying the rent but we are prepared to pay 
before we even start down there!' 

Concluding Doonan said to a massive round of ap¬ 
plause: "I can assure you that I have done my utmost 
with my consortium to get speedway going here and 
we're still trying. Hopefully if he comes back and says 
yes you can have it, we then have to approach the BSPA 
for a licence and have a track inspection."

any of this. Liz has been tremendous in her support of me, 
and I would also like to thank the Terry Collin Trust for their 
donation which was invaluable in helping pay for me to get 
to training in Bath.

Dorchester on top in blustery local-derby 


AFTER executing a passable and celebratory jig after the Wales 
v England result on Friday evening, I decided that the game of 
the day would be that between Bridport and Dorchester, so I 
took myself off to the Brewery Field on Saturday. 

BRIDPORT 7pts DORCHESTER 16pts 

THERE was half a gale blowing straight down the pitch at Brid¬ 
port that threatened to ruin the game as a spectacle, and the 
home side had it at their backs during the first period. 

The opening exchanges, as often happens in these local 
derby affairs, tended to the irascible, with Dorchester looking 
the likelier outfit, and with most of the action taking place in 
midfield. 

The home side did tend to make things easier for their op¬ 
ponents by throwing to the tail of the lineout and being blown 
up for a squint throw on several occasions, thus turning over 
possession. They gave away a few penalties too and, although 
they did not score, Dorchester continued to prosper through¬ 
out the first quarter. 

They took the lead with a converted try on the half-hour, and 
it was a good one. Having won a penalty just inside their op¬ 
ponents' half, they kicked for territory, won the lineout some 
15 yards out and drove to the home line before releasing. A 
good pass from the base of the ruck put out half Hunt into 
space. He did a 'show and go' and got over by the posts. Ba- 
ment added the extras and Dorchester were seven points 
ahead. 

In spite of having the wind in their favour, Bridport had lost 
the territorial battle thus far, and it came as a bit of a surprise 
when they equalised a few minutes before the break during 
one of their comparatively few incursions into their opponents! 
territory. 

Having kicked a penalty deep into Dorchester twenty two, 
they won the ensuing lineout, sent the ball wide for out half 
Guylor to break the defensive line and get over by the posts. 
Wes Lewis kicked the conversion and Bridport were level at 7- 
7. 

In fact Bridport did have a chance to take the lead just before 
the break when they charged down a relieving kick and forced 
the visitors! defence into conceding a penalty on the twenty 
two. The place kick went wide however, and the scores re¬ 
mained tied at the interval. 

I rather feared for the home side at this stage. They had been 
forced onto the defensive for much of the half, had lost a player 
to the bin, had been pushed off their own ball at the scrum on 
a couple of occasions, and would of course have to face the 


strong wind during the second forty. 

Credit to Bridport, they rolled their sleeves up and contested 
the second-half well and, although most of the game was 
played in their territory they did not concede a further try. 
Dorchester for their part, were less than clinical, finding that it 
is not easy to pass the ball accurately when the wind is at your 
backs. 

Bridport did lose their number eight forward to the bin soon 
after the restart but Dorchester could not take advantage. They 
did take the lead with a Bament penalty after some fifteen min¬ 
utes, a score that would have relieved them, for they had made 
heavy weather of the third quarter and had certainly not con¬ 
verted territory into points. Bridport really could not offer too 
much in attack, in fact conditions were very much against run¬ 
ning rugby. 

Dorchester continued to have an edge forward in the set 
piece however, and with it came a marked territorial advan¬ 
tage. Hemmed in their own half Bridport conceded penalties 
and Bament converted two of them to take his side clear by 
the whistle for no side after what was a pretty turgid en¬ 
counter. 

While I felt that the visitors deserved to win this one, Bridport, 
struggling against relegation as they are, can take something 
from the game. I had written them off in the second half, but 
they defended well, scrambled, and made things difficult for 
Dorchester and perhaps deserved a losing bonus point. If they 
can play like this for the remainder of the season they can avoid 
the drop. All in all the game was typical of a local derby. 

It was not a good day for the Bridport club overall, for their 
second side did not travel to South Wilts and conceded the fix¬ 
ture. On the other hand, both the Dorchester second and third 
sides won their respective games; the former coming out on 
top against visitors, North Dorset thirds by 27-10, while the lat¬ 
ter bested Lytchett Minster seconds, also at home, by 31-15. 

WEYMOUTH 22pts NORTH DORSET 2nd 3pts 

WEYMOUTH would have ended the day pretty pleased with 
this performance. 

The gale of course, played a prominent role, and the home 
side faced it in the first half. Nevertheless they took the lead 
via the boot of Tim Peplow, who kicked a penalty before the 
game was ten minutes old.The useful North Dorset side settled 
however and equalised midway through the half when they 
kicked a penalty goal of their own. The Weymouth defence did 
all that was asked of it however, and they finally relieved the 
pressure, went back upfield and scored an unconverted try by 


George Carter, after a break by their influential scrum half 
Barter, to lead 8-3 at the halfway stage. 

Weymouth, now with the wind at their backs, dominated the 
second period, territorially speaking. They turned pressure into 
points also, in spite of an obdurate North Dorset defence. Craig 
Geldard scored the first try, converted by Peplow; and number 
eight forward Julian Quick, ran in the second, with his stand 
off again adding the extras, thus completing a very satisfactory 
win. 

In fact, last weekend was a pretty good one all round for the 
Weymouth club, with their second side recording a very useful 
27-7 win at Bournemouth 4th to consolidate their place on the 
edge of the promotion race from Dorset & Wilts League Divi¬ 
sion Three (South). 

WHEATSHEAF CABIN CREW25pts PUDDLETOWN 12pts 

ALTHOUGH both sides started brightly enough, it soon be¬ 
came apparent that the home side were quicker to the break¬ 
down, and they certainly made this fact count after some ten 
minutesi play when the got over for an unconverted try out 
wide. 

Puddletown did have the edge in the set scrums however 
and subsequently enjoyed a period of dominance. They per¬ 
haps should have scored during the next few minutes and did 
in fact cross the home line only to be unable to ground the ball. 
On a day when conditions were tailor made for the back row 
scavengers, the final ten minutes of the first-half were Puddle- 
town's undoing for, during this time the home side got over for 
two converted tries, and really took control of the contest, 
moving 19 points clear. 

The scoreboard was certainly kept busy during the third 
quarter as two tries by Puddletown in turn went some way to 
wresting control back. First it was centre Yeatman, who found 
space and scored, and subsequently his co centre rounded his 
man and touched down by the posts. Yeatman added the ex¬ 
tras to the second try, thus taking the half-time score to 19-12 
in home favour. 

Any thoughts Puddletown might have had of staging a fur¬ 
ther rally did not materialise in the second-half. The home edge 
in the loose continued, and this, together with the visitors'ten¬ 
dency to concede penalties, meant that much of the action 
took place in Puddletown's half.The Cabin Crew extended their 
lead with an early penalty goal and, although Puddletown 
competed until the whistle, they had few opportunities to at¬ 
tack, and a further home penalty sealed the home win.
